The great
Russinn Autoorat—Niosoras—who
had eatideq the monarchs of Kurope to
tremble on thuir thrones—who was
the tarrar, the wonder, the envied of
Engliud and Prance—who was daily
exhibiting, the " insignificancies of
those gpvérnments and the supremacy
of his empire—had lelt this mundane

Binos the demise of Nicholas, we
are ot aware that the death of any
prominent man has been the occasion
of .rejoicing by any nation, govern-
ment or paople. 'We have, however,
been apprised of a circumstance
which recently occurred at the capi-
tal ‘of the empire of Ruffiana, that
beara stroug resemblanca to the Eng-
lish “demonstrations of joy st the
news of the Caar's death, It differs
only o one slight particular; the
English demonstrations were pure,

ality; those of the subjects of the Ruf-
fisnia capital were counterfeit, rotten,
insincere, demonish, belchings and
retchings from stomachs of men rev-
elling in'demeniscal orgies and ex-
hibitions of things dictated by the
clovenfooted monarch,  snd were
founded on nows of né reality. The
English domonstrations wers mature;

The *city of the
dead” should be in & remote and
quiet place, where people can visit
the/final earthly home of departed
loved ones, and enjoy solitary retreats
from the tumultuous world, and hold
undisturbed fancied sweet commun-
ions with them. The experience of
other western towns in regard to the
expensive and unpleassnt task of Te-
woving burial grounds, owingto in-
trusions upon their sacred precinets
by the rapid growth of their towns,
ought to warn us to save ourstlves
fromuch business.when it is‘i our
provinee. There are but a few graves
in our cemetry now ; hence the task
of removing would be an easy one.
If allowed to remain where it is, &
few years hence, when circumstances
will compal us to remove it, the task
will be an onerous and an expensive
one. Wo trust the next meeting of
the Association will consider this
matter,
